FLINT, Mich. (NEA)—This is 
a watershed election which may 
profoundly alter the country ’s 
basic political complex ion for 
y ears. And George Wallace of 
Alabama is a principal reason 
for this prospect. 
If the v ery special 1812 situa­ 
tion of Theodore Roosev elt, a 
former president, be left out of 
calculation, Wallace could turn 
out to be the strongest third 
party candidate since the two 
major parties began their riv al­ 
ry in the 1 8 60s. 
The former Alabama gov er­ 
nor currently is pulling 21 per 
cent of the v ote in the national 
polls. Roosev elt got 27 , outdraw- 
ing the incumbent Republican 
president, William Howard Taft, 
by four points. 
But the only really fair com­ 
parison with Wallace is the 19 24 
Progressiv e 
party 
candidate, 
Sen. Robert M. LaFollette of 
Wisconsin, who ran up 16.6 per 
cent against President Coolidge 
and Democratic nominee J ohn 
W. Dav is. 


LaFollette won only one state, 
his own. Yet he outpolled Dav is 
in 12 states and ran second m 
two entire regions, the Rocky 
Mountain area and the Pacific. 
He was a truly national candi­ 
date. 
So is 
Wallace. Right 
now 
southern 
specialists 
say 
he 
stands to 
capture 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia 
and South Carolina with a total 
electoral v ote of 47 , and is 
thought to hav e an ex cellent 
chance in Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Florida and North Carolina with 
44 more. That would giv e him 
91 of 27 0 needed for election. 
Wallace is a threat of serious 
proportions in Tex as (25), Ken­ 
tucky 
(9 ) and perhaps Mary ­ 
land (10). Winning these would 
take him halfway to the magic 
figure. 
At this point Wallace’s people 
and other election analy sts part 
company . The former gov ernor 
now believ es he can win a v ote 
plurality in enough other states 
to go all the way . Most ex perts 
do not see him taking any of

the big states or any sizable 
electoral v ote any where outside 
the solid South. 
They do think, howev er, that he 
may outpoll Vice President Hu­ 
bert 
Humphrey 
in

strength in the North to do him 
immense damage. And any fur­ 
ther percentage gain in the polls 
may forecast new inroads upon 
Richard Nix on, who already is 
hurt by the Wallace candidacy 
in northern rural sectors and in 
such southern states as Tennes­ 
see, Tex as, Florida and North 
Carolina, which he hopes to win. 
But, win or lose, there is a 
feeling among those who know 
Wallace or hav e observ ed him 
well that he may be a national 
political factor bey ond 1 968 to 
19 7 2 and perhaps farther. 
At least a few current stu­ 
dents of southerh politics ex pect 
Wallace’s third party to be “ in­ 
stitutionalized” 
in

with incalculably destructiv e ef­ 
fect on the tottering southern 
Democraic party . Surely , the 
traditional Democratic mold in

(NEA) — For the 23rd General 
Assembly of the United Nations 
which now has 125 members— 
the newest the African mini­ 
state of Swaziland—it is busi­ 
ness as usual. 
Issues like Russia’s inv asion 
of Czechoslov akia or U.N. mem­ 
bership for Red China are re­ 
ceiv ing scant attention from a 
majority of the delegates. 
The African nations again are 
preoccupied with so-called colo­ 
nial problems. They would like 
to impose more drastic sanc­ 
tions—ev en use armed force— 
against the white gov ernments 
of Rhodesia, South Africa and 
Portugal. 
But they are hardly concerned 
with the fact that black Nigeria 
is ex terminating thousands of 
black Biafrans or that black 
Moslems in the Sudan hav e al­ 
ready killed half a million black 
Christians. 
The Arabs and Israel conti­ 
nue to trade insults, charges 
and countercharges with no end 
in sight to their bitter conflict. 
Shamefaced American diplo 
mats and their NATO allies ar 
stuck with the Czechoslov ak fait 
accompli. 
Priv ately , in the U.N.’s bars 
and soft-carpeted halls, they in 
sist that the issue of Moscow’s 
naked aggression must be “ kept 
aliv e.” But officially they talk 
of what is known in diplomatic 
lingo as “ detente.” They fear to 
cast doubt on Moscow’s fiction 
of peaceful coex istence. 
The Russinas also want de­ 
tente—their 
kind 
of detente: 
They want to div ert the U.N.’s 
attention from their inv asion of 
Czechoslov akia. 
Sov iet Ambassador Yakov Ma­ 
lik and his chief, Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei Gromy ko, hav e re­ 
peatedly told the U.N. that what 
happened in Prague is none of 
its business. They ev en hint that 
prolonged attacks on Russia’s 
act of aggression could lead to 
a Sov iet Walkout. 
To sugar-coat the bitter pill 
that the Russians want the free 
nations to swallow, they are 
pushing resolutions on nuclear 
disarmament which, 
as 
they 
know, is a subject dear to the 
heart of President J ohnson. They 


also want to conv ince the neu­ 
tral nations that they are truly 
interested in an East-West de­ 
tente. 
This, of course, does not stop 
Moscow from claiming the right 
to interv ene by armed force in 
West Germany , a member of 
NATO, under obsolete articles of 
the U.N. charter. 
Diplomats do not like to re­ 
member Munich. They want to 
forget the dismal day in 19 38 
when Britain’s Prime Minister 
Chamberlain signed an agree­ 
ment with Hitler which opened 
the way for the Nazi occupation 
of Czechoslov akia. 
Chamberlain also wanted de­ 
tente. But Hitler, encouraged by 
his easy diplomatic v ictory at 
Munich, embarked upon other 
conquests in Europe which end­ 
ed only when he was defeated 
in World War II. 
Is history repeating itself? The 
U.S. and NATO reacted meekly 
when the Communists imposed 
new restrictions on trav el to 
West Berlin earlier this y ear. 
This encouraged the Russians to 
inv ade Czechoslov akia. 
The fact that they hav e not 
y et mov ed against Romania or 
West Germany and Berlin is not 
so much fear of a disorganized 
NATO as fear of a belligerent 
Red China that is making war­ 
like noises on their border of 
4,000 miles. 
Mao Tse-tung is aware that 
the Russians are try ing to sub­ 
v ert him as they 
subv erted 
Dubcek. But China is not Czech­ 
oslov akia and Moscow’s military 
strategists 
nev er did hav e 
stomach for a two-front conflict. 
Yet the United States is still 
opposed to Peking’s member­ 
ship in the U.N. Such member 
ship does not mean that Amer­ 
ica 
can or should 
abandon 
Chiang 
Kai-shek’s 
nationalist 
gov ernment in Taiwan. But it 
does mean a two-China policy 
Certainly some fresh thinking on 
this issue is needed in the State 
Department. 
Hie Chinese probably will re 
fuse to join the U.N. any way 
But the fact that the Unitec 
States fav ors 
their admission 
may at least deter the Russians 
from embarking on other ag­ 
gressions.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - As 
Americans, we tend to make 
the same mistake at Columbia 
Univ ersity , Chicago, 
Berkeley 
and at the march on the Pen­ 
tagon. 
We act as though rioters were 
all of one piece of cloth. 
This mistake feeds the riots 
and inspires new ones. It helps 
build the strength of unscrupu­ 
lous riot leaders seeking person­ 
al power. 
Take, for ex ample, the thou­ 
sands who marched on the Pen­ 
tagon in October last y ear. Dur­ 
ing those demonstrations this re­ 
porter made a rough sampling 
of the 15,000 demonstrators. 
The hard core was about 300, 
or 600 if y ou included doubtful 
cases. Most of these were fol­ 
lowers. The first-, second* and 
third-echelon leadership appar­ 
ently was less than three dozen. 
Sev eral thousand more seemed 
to be sightseers, with no par­ 
ticular aim, a group that would 
go to a fire, a football game or 
any place where there was ex - 
citment. Some came because it 
gav e them a chance to see 
Washington. 
A hundred or two hundred 
were antidemonstrators — men, 
women and y outh demonstrat­ 
ing against the demonstrators. 
A considerable number of the 
marchers were emotionally sen­ 
sitiv e men, women and y oung­ 
sters apparently drawn to the 
demonstrators 
because 
they 
were “ underdogs.” 
Some y oung men and women 
were present because it is the 
rage among some college “ in” 
groups to be “ rev olutionary .” 
Some were animals. 
Some were spoiled brats—up­ 
per middle-class kids used to 
hav ing their own way at home 
and in their communities, on the 
lookout for thrills, used to break­ 
ing the law (speeding, drinking, 
marijuana, sex ) 
and getting 
away with it because of their 
parents’ position in the commu­ 
nity . At the Pentagon they were 
seeing what they could get away 
with. If they ’d gotten what they 
wanted, they would hav e pushed 
for more. 
Some 
of 
the 
demonstrators 
were mad at the world. They 
hated their parents, school, po­ 
lice, society . They wanted trou 
ble. 
Some y oungsters came as a 
lark to shock people. 
There were a few disciplined 
Communists. 
There was a handful of pro­ 
fessionals, who ran the show. 
But sev eral thousand of the 
Pentagon marchers seemed to 
be decent, sincere, well-inten­ 
tioned men, women and y oung 
people demonstrating for some­ 
thing they believ ed. (This is not 
to say they were right.) They 
did not participate in the v io­ 
lence. 
Chicago was the same. There 
were 
well-trained 
hardliners 
who had studied riot tactics and 
organized for months to insure 
that there would be “ blood on 
the streets.” Their tactics were 
skilled. Their artillery men (mis­ 
sile throwers) were located at 
points difficult for the police to 
reach. In their attacks on the 
police lines they made certain 
they were screened by “ inno­ 
cents” who would take the brunt 
of the police clubbing they would 
incite. 
There were the animals, the 
freaks, the spoiled brats, 
the 
tourists, the sensation seekers. 
There were also thousands of 
decent y oung people caught up 
in something they did not fully 
understand. 
All were skillfully manipulated 
by the professionals. 
Again, this was true of the Co­ 
lumbia and Berkeley riots. 
Treating these groups as one 
is ridiculous. What’s needed is to 
separate them. 
The professionals deserv e no 
sy mpathy . 
They 
talk

rights but trample on human 
rights. The name of their game 
is power.

Q—What are the sy mptoms of 
psoriasis and what is the cause? 
Has any cure been found? 
A — The ty pical psoriatic 
plaque has a dull red base. Th e 
scales are silv ery and the out- 
lines of the lesions are distinct. 
The cause is unknown. 
Although there is no cure, 
much can be done to keep the 
disease under control. Although 
some cortisonelike drugs, when 
taken by mouth, will cause tem­ 
porary improv ement, they can­ 
not be recommended because 
their prolonged use causes un­ 
desirable side effects and when 
they are discontinued the dis­ 
ease returns in an aggrav ated 
form. These drugs may , how­ 
ev er, 
be 
used 
ex ternally in 
creams. They work best when 
cov ered with an airtight plastic 
film. One of the best of these 
is betamethasone v alerate (Vali- 
sone Cream). 
A 5 per cent crude tar oint­ 
ment, one of the oldest treat­ 
ments used, is messy but is still 
highly effectiv e. For scalp le­ 
sions a greaseless tar prepara­ 
tion with hex acholorophene (Al- 
phosy l Shampoo) is helpful. An­ 
other local preparation that has 
worked well for many v ictims 
is anthralin. 
Obese v ictims usually improv e 
when they bring their weight 
down to normal. Since emotion­ 
al problems may cause the le­ 
sions to spread, a mild tranquil­ 
izer is sometimes adv isable. Be­ 
cause psoriasis is a mild disease 
that will not affect y our health 
it does not pay to use heroic 
methods of treatment that may 
be harmful in themselv es. 
Although some 
v ictims are 
sensitiv e 
to 
ultrav iolet ray s 
most are helped by ex posure tc 
the sun and clear up in th e 
summer. By the same token, a 
sun lamp in winter may be ben 
eficial. You should wear glov es 
when doing any manual work tc 
prev ent injuries, because ev er 
mild trauma may aggrav ate th e 
disease. When the lesions seen 
to be clearing up y ou musi 
av oid ov ertreatment. 
At 
this 
stage petrolatum jelly may be 
all y ou need to use — the mild 
est treatment that works is al 
way s the best. 
Q—I hav e heard that a diei 
of turkey will cure psoriasis 
How effectiv e is it? 
A — The initial report tliai 
white meat of turkey would ben 
efit the v ictims of psoriasis was 
based on an error and in n c 
longer credited. There is no diet 
for this disease but please note 
that an ex cessiv e intake of al 
cohol can make it worse.

Illini Confederacy 


The five Indian tribes that 
made up the Illini Confederacy 
were only a small part of the 
over-all Indian population of the 
area when Louis Joliet and his 
ex pedition of 
167 3 
cam e into 
what was to be known as the Il­ 
linois country . 
The tribes that made up this 
once mighty confederation were 
the Cahokia, Michigamea, Tama- 
roa, Kaskaskia and Peoria but 
at the time the French first 
came upon the scene wars and 
plagues had cut the tribes down 
both in size and strength. 
The decline of the Illini Con- 


federa cy wa s a lso quickened by 
the 
inro a ds 
ma de 
by white 
men's disea ses a nd whiskey a nd 
in little mo re tha n a ha lf cen­ 
tury the remna nts o f the o nce 
g rea t Illini ha d been pushed fa r 
to the so uth in the la nd to 
which they were to g iv e their 
na me. 
By 176 3 
they 
were clustered 
nea r the French 
settlements 
a lo ng the Illino is side o f the 
Mississippi belo w St. Lo uis a nd 
their number wa s o nly a ppro x i­ 
ma tely 6 0 0 . These sa me settle­ 
ments ha d beco me the center o f 
the a rea tha t the French ha d 
ho ped to use to co lo nize the 
Mississippi Riv er Va lley . 
To the so uth o f the Illini Co n­ 
federa cy , 
the Sha wnees 
liv ed 
a nd it wa s this tribe, in a ba ttle 
with the Ta ma ro a s, tha t nea rly 
ex termina ted tha t tribe. To the 
no rth a nd the ea st liv ed their 
fo es the Kicka po o s a nd the Po - 
ta wa to mis. 
An Illini war party , in 17 69, 
was trapped by these two north­ 
ern Indian tribes at Starved 
Rock and. after undergoing hun­ 
ger and thirst for a number of 
day s, were 
slaughtered when 
they attem pted to escape. 
The Illini who clustered about 
the 
French Mississippi 
River 
settlements for safety from the 
invaders freq uently 
interm ar­ 
ried with 
members of 
other 
tribes and by 
the time 
the 
French regime in Illinois came 
to an end, there was hardly a 


full blooded Illini left. 
During the early day s of the 
American era in Illinois, the Po- 
tawatomis lived in the north, 
the Kickapoos in central Illinois, 
the Miami in the Wabash Val­ 
ley and Black Hawk’s Sauk and 
Fox tribes in the Rock River 
and Mississippi 
River valley s. 
The Winnebagos lived principal­ 
ly in southern Wisconsin and far 
northern Illinois. 
The Shawnees, residing in the 
far southern part of the Illinois 
country when Joliet came into 
the area, later crossed the Ohio 
River into the Southern states 
of the Union. 
Indian wars and the invasion 
of the white settler soon drove 
the 
successors 
to 
the once 
mighty Illini Confederacy across 
the Mississippi; but not until af­ 
ter Black Hawk, Pontiac, 
Te- 
cumseh and the Prophet 
had 
made 
their last 
war-like 
a t­ 
tempts to save some of the Illi­ 
nois land for their tribes. 
In 1833, the Potawatomi tribe 
crossed the Mississippi and trav­ 
eled westward — the last of the 
Indian tribes to leave the then 
y oung and growing state of Illi­ 
nois.
